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INTRODUCTORY  NOTE 


1*  The  following  "vertical"  tables  giving  estimates  for  1952=52 

food  supplies  from  domestic  production  should  be  used  in  conjunc- 
tion with  the  "horizontal"  food  balances.  They  present  domestic 
production  and  utilization  in  greater  detail  than  do  the  food 
balances  - for  example,  for  grains,  meats,  and  fats  - and  also 
give  milk  balances.  These  vertical  tables  primarily  aim  at 
showing  domestic  food  production;  while  the  horizontal  balances 
show  total  supplies  and  their  uses, 

2,  The  estimates  of  food  supplies  from  domestic  resources  are  to  show 
total  production  and,  tentatively,  the  uses  for  which  this  pro- 
duction was  available.  It  should  be  noted  that  there  is  a method- 
ological difficulty  in  accounting  for  total  production,  by  uses, 
in  such  cases  where  accumulation  of  stocks  was  important.  First, 
where  there  are  imports,  it  is  difficult  to  ascertain  whether  such 
accumulation  came  out  of  domestic  or  out  of  imported  supplies, 

(This  is  also  why,  among  the  uses,  stocks  accumulation  is  not 
separately  shown  in  the  present  vertical  estimates  of  supplies  from 
domestic  resources.  Conversely,  movements  in  stocks  are  shown  in 
the  horizontal  food  balances  which  account  for  total,  not  only 
domestic,  supplies,)  Second,  in  the  case  of  such  products  as  have 
alternative  uses,  it  is  impossible  to  say  to  which  use  (food,  feed, 
industry)  the  stocks  will  ultimately  be  put,  in  a later  period. 

Some  of  the  quantities  given  under  the  various  uses  may  have  to  be 
considered  as  having  gone  into  stocks  and  as  not  having  been 
actually  used  during  the  particular  consumption  year.  Accordingly, 
footnotes  on  each  table  warn  the  reader  that  the  availabilities 
calculated  include  quantities  available  not  only  for  current 
domestic  utilization  as  food  or  feed  or  industrial  material,  but 
also  for  export  or  stockpiling.  Thus,  the  supply  columns  shown 
in  the  vertical  tables  may  include  quantities  put  into  stocks  for 
food  or  feed  or  industrial  use  in  a subsequent  season  - if  the 
horizontal  balances  show  any  stocks  formation  at  all, 

3»  In  some  cases  where  exports  are  especially  important  it  has  been 
decided  to  include  among  the  various  columns  for  uses  of  supplies 
a separate  column  for  exports.  In  other  cases  the  supply  columns 
may  include  quantities  available  for  export  as  well  as  for  stocks 
accumulation,  (A  footnote  on  each  table  informs  the  reader  to 
this  effect,)  Again,  the  complete  picture  is  shown  in  the  hori- 
zontal balances  where  all  supplies  - domestic,  imported,  and 
withdrawals  from  stocks  - are  accounted  for  by  all  separate  uses: 
domestic  consumption,  stocks  accumulation,  and  exports.
